Tho Antiquity of Man. 

The ablest theologians now agree that 
the “six days” of creation represent vast 
periods of time, while the earth itself is of 
inconceivable antiquity. The question 
which now excites attention is whether the 
human race is not far older than is gener- 
ally believed, and whether it was not co 
temporary with the great animals, remains 
of which are now and then discovered, but 
which became extinbt before the date of 
history, sacred or profane, or even of tra- 
dition. The interesting discoveries* re- 
sulting from the explorations now in pro- 
gress of Kent’s BaiWvan, Devonshire, En- 
gland, show, indisputably, that man was 
in existence when the mammoth, three 
different species of the elephant, the rhinoc- 
eros, lions, and other animals were com- 
mon in that country, but which are now 
extinct, for the bones ot the animals have 
been found, and with them tools, weapons 
and other articles which were the unmis- 
takable work of human hands guided by 
intelligence. These remains have been 
found embedded in gravel and stalagmite, 
and the explorations have been conducted 
under circumstances and with a care pre- 
cluding the possibility of deception. 

A report of these discoveries has been 
laid before the British Association for the 
advancement of Science in session at Dun- 
dee, nnd an interesting discussion upon 
the antiquity of the human race ensued. 
Sir Charles Lyell took the ground that 
these discoveries were proof positive that 
man was eo-oxistent with the mammoth 
and other extinct animals which have been 
believed, heretofore, to antedate tho race.

If she devotes herself to spas- 
modic works of benevolence, let any ono 
dare question her motives. On toifib^ 
stones at least this measure is awarded* 
whatever the censure the living might have 
received or deserved. All these things 
are well and good, but to ”.s the idea of A 
well spent life conveys more. 

It is a life which sets before it the im- 
mutable principles of truth and justice as 
rules of action. .The man tna£ be a pobf 
laborer, unskilled in the learning of the 
schools, but with a determination to dcS 
right whatever may come of ft. In the 
drawing of a furrow, or the measurifig of 
a bushel of corn, tho principle will sus- 
tain him quite as thoroughly as on the di- 
viding line between some questionable 
good and decided vice.

[ The Latest Radical Conspiracy. 

The bill for counting the electoral voles 
in the 9<Ailhem States has passed both 
House's oA Congress and been sent lo the 
President. It is the crowning act of Rad- 
ical infamy. It provides in substance 
that none of the .Stales lately in rebellion 
shall be entitled to represenlatio'n in the 
electoral College for choice of President 
and Vice President of the United States 
And that no electoral votes shall be reeviv 
ed or counted from such States, unless ai 
the time appointed for the choice of elec- 
tors, the people ol such States, in accor- 
dance with the acts of Congress, shall have 
since the 4th of March, 1867, adopted a 
Constitution of State government, under 
which a State government shall have been 
organized and shall be in operation, and 
Unless "Such election of electors shall have 
Keen held under the authority of such Con- 
stitution and government and such State 
shall have also become entitled to repre- 
sentation in Congress, pursuant to the acts 
•passed in that behal 1 . 

In plain words, it enacts that no Sot.tl e u 
St.de shall vote for President and Vice 
President in Novemler, and should any 
vote the vote will not bo counted unless 
stick State shall have been baptized in the 
WateVs of Congressional reconstruction. 
Under this bill, Mississippi, Virginia, 
Texas and several other States can have 
no voice in the election of our rulers in 
November. Louisiana, Florida, North 
Carolina and Arkansas will be entitled to 
taka part in the election, the carpet-bag 
Legislatures of these States having adopt- 
ed the Fourteenth Amendment and their 
right to representation being recognizee! bv 
the imperial Rump. Georgia has had the 
and.vity even tinder the scalawag rule, to 
select a Democratic Legislature, and this is 
too great a crime to allow her to take any 
part in the political contest. Under the 
operation of this bill it is therefore highly 
probable, nay, almost certain, that but six 
of the Southerns tales can have any voice 
in the sric t*iofi of the next President. 

The object of this measure is too trans- 
parent to impose upon the most near-sight- 
ed. It is n political trick to secure the 
election of Grant and Colfax by throwing 
out of the electoral College every Southern 
Democratic State. It wa"3 conceived, in 
ciospolisYn and in despotism brought forth 
.Every feature of it is despotic. 

We cannot believe that the Democratic 
party intends to be defeated by any such 
means and that it will tamely submit 
sticli flagrant outrage.
